Lausanne, Dec. 19.—(By The A. P.) 
—It was reported this afternoon 
that a complete draft of the peace 
treaty drawn up as a result of the 
deliberations of the Near East con- 
ference here -would be presented to 
the Turks on Saturday. 


Today's session of the conference 
body dealing with the question of 
the straits was adjourned at 2 p. m. 
until tomorrow without an agree- 
ment having been reached. 


Turkish delegates were conciliatory 


during the discussion but Russian 
representatives 
maintained an atti- 
tude of opposition. 


Lord Curzon announced that the 
discussion were dragging on too 
lengthy and tomorrow's meeting will 
be the last for the consideration of 
the straits problem. 


Foreign Minister Tchitcherin of 
Russia made an effort 
during the 


debate to draw fire from the Ameri- 
can delegation. He argued that the 
American statement os to the atti- 
tude of the United States on the 
question of the straits should be in- 
trepeted that only warships on er- 
rands of mercy could go through the 
straits to the Black Sea.

On the anniversary of Beachey's 
accident, she went to his grave and 
laid a bunch of the pink roses he 
had liked on it. Mrs. Bcachey heard 
of it and was cheered. 
For four 
years, each 14th of March Miss Gat- 
lin made the same pilgrimage from 
wherever she happened to be. 


Then the war began to take a 


heavy toll of fliers and she heard 
mothers saying, "I didn't raise my 
boy to "be mashed to pulp-." 
She 


felt as if she must do something to 
comfort the gold star mothers, es- 
pecially those whose sons had been 
fliers. 
"After the war." she says, "it 
dawned on me that I was rather 
selfish in doing what I had been do- 
ing for Beachey alone. So I inx-ited 
the mayor of San Francisco and 
some others to help and in 1920 we 
had a ceremony of tribute with the 
first formation flight ever made in 
Fan Francisco. Mrs. Eeachey spoke 
and explained that it was not for 
her son alone but in honor of ail 
the aviators and their mothers."' 
In 1921 the projpft wns still grow- 
ing. Cantain Eddie Kickenbacker 
led the formation flight and Presi- 
dent Harding sent a telegram. 
Afterwards, 1,200 letters 
were 
re- 


ceived, many of them from mothers 
of foreign av;ators who -wanted to 
know if their boys wore honored by 
thp ceremonv of tribute. 
This year the tribute may be for- 
mally 
nationalized. 
Miss 
Gatlin 
says, "we plan to have a national 
ceremonv of tribute every year. In 
'tenpins "faith with the mothers we 
keen faith 
with the son. and so 
mother, son, and their achievement 
will all be kept alive."

Beat Turks Out of Pro- 
fits — Three Nations 
Now Control It. 


London—The approaching Anglo- 


French-American agreement regard- 
ing the Mosul oilfields in 
Asiatic 


Turkey, brings to an end the nego- 
tiations which have been in abey- 
ance for two years and which have 
been of international interest. 


The Germans were the first to in- 


terest themselves in the possibilities 
of these fields, taking up the matter 
early in this century! The German 
prospectors, however, took cars to 
make two reports of their discov- 
eries, sending one to their own'gov- 
ernment, in which they referred to 
the splendid opportumuss presented 
by the cil flelus, and the other to 
the Sultan's government in which 
the same opportunities were said to 
be very meagre. The then Sultan, 
Abdul Hamid, managed to obtain 
copies of both reports- 
Concealing- 
his resentment from the Germans, 
he had the revenues from 
Mosul 


transferred from the state depart- 
ment of mines to his cv.-n civil list, 
in order 
better to bargain with 
former Emperor William. 


The negotiations dragged on for- 
many years. Meanwhile the D'Arcy' 
exploration of the same field was 
carried out, and two years before 
the war the much desired concession 
was obtained by an 
international 
syndicate, the 
Turkish 
Petroleux 
company. 
The 
Germans obtaine- - 


25 per cent of the stock of the com- 
pany and English interests the other 
75 per cent. 


Under the Sam Reno oil conven- 


tion of 1920, the Gerban interests 
were transferred 
to France. Last 
year, however, the American gov- 
ernment disputed the claim of the^ 
English interests, but in the end 
merely asked the right to share in 
the enterprise. The amount of in* 
tercet alloted to the Americans un- 
der the 
new agreement is not 
known, but it will probably only be 
a nominal percentage of the British;, 
and French interests. 


Regarding the other 
Irak oil 


fields, the America and all powers 
of the League of Nations are given 
equal opportunities. ISTo prospecting 
so far has taken place.

IS RECOVERING 


Report Shows Wireless 


Business Increases Af- 


ter War Slump 


Big Station at 
Nauen 


Handles Much Euro- 


pean Press Mailer 


Nauen, Germany—Nearly 12,000,- 


000 words flashed through the air 
between German wireless stations 
and foreign countries during 1921. 
A total of 618,300 messages were 
handled, compared with 130,200 in 
1919 and 315,600 in 1920. The word 
counts in these two preceding years 
were 4,820,800 and 7,750,500, respec- 
tively, as against 
11,972,000 
last 
year. «

Germany's oldest important star, 


Its traffic in- 
creased from 97,300 words in 1914

1918. During 
the 
three intervening war years, a total 
Of 5,183,300 words was transmitted 
and received at Nauen. A sister 
tower at Eilvasen, near Hanover, 
It 3s revealed, handWfl about 8,000 
\vords daily in 
connection with 


Tuckerton, New Jersey, during the 
latter part of the war. 


The Nauen and Eilvesen stations 
operate regularly within a radius 
of 3,600 to 0,600 miles, 
although 


their messages have been known to 
be picked up as far away as New 
Zealand, 32,000 miles distant. The 
wireless service at Nauen is carried 
on at scheduled periods with plants 
in the United States and with Mos- 
cow, Aranjuez (Spain), Rome, Buch- 
arest, and Oradeamare (Rumania). 
This plant handles press dispatches 
lor overseas, as well as the usual 
telegraphic 
commercial 
business, 


and issues regular announcements 
of tha time of day. 
Eilvesen 
Is 


supplementary to the Nauen 
sta- 
tion. It acts mainly as a receiving 
depot, but 
handles the ~~ outgoing 


messages of the European press. 
In addition to these two "inter- 
national" plants, there is a wire- 
less net spread over Germany com- 
prising three chief stations, nine of 
intermediate calibre, nine of still 
smaller radius ,and 75 which are 
capable of receiving only. 
Of the 
three large stations, Berlin handles 
the inland communication, Koenig- 
swusterlmusen takes care of such 
European business as does not go 
through Nauen or Eilvesen, and 
Norddeich 
serves 
shipping with 


•weather reports, storm 
warnings, 
and other news of interest to sea- 
men. According to the last figures 
available, there are more than 400 
radio sets operating 
on 
German 
mercantile ships. 
In 
1914 
there 
were 480, in 1920 only 78, and last 
year 304. The decrease from pre- 
war days to 1920 is attributed to 
the large amount of shipping hand- 
ed over to the Entente, under the 
Versailles peace treaty. 


This decline was reflected also In 
the way Germany's coastal wireless 
stations dropped in number from 26 
in 1914 to 13 in 1920. 
Last year 
this figure had already mounted as 
highfas 25. 


It is believed that Germany's new 
wireless telephone system soon will 
be extended to ships at sea. When 
this is accomplished, it is pointed 
out, many small vessels, such as 
fishing smacks, will be able to keep 
on constant touch with the land. 
Less expensive material will be re- 
quired for the telephonic connec- 
tion, and it will not be necessary to 
employ the services of a 
skilled 
operator. 


Wireless telephony already has 


been adopted as the means of 
transmitting commercial 
news 
to 


176 cities throughout the republic, 
and plans are under way to broad- 
cast radio entertainments to speci- 


• fied localities.

collect it, therefore, ana large ar 
rears remained outstanding1. When 
the treaty was made, the British as- 
eigncd to the Irish government all 
the Irish arrears of income tax as 
an asset. Unless these arrears are 
paid the deficit o£ the Irish govern- 
ment will be considerably increased. 
But tttcre Is now great hesitation 


about paling. People say it is hard 
enough t» pay one year's income 
tax without adding arrears which 
they were invited not to pay, and 
have since spent. 
The euggestion 
has been made by a 
responsible 


financier that tho pre-Truce income 
„ __ should be wiped out. But the 
Irish government's agreement with 
the British assumed 
certain bur- 
dens .for which these arrears were 
a set-off, and. if the arrears are not 
paid additional taxation will have 
to be imposed to meet these bur- 
dens. 
Appeals are made on the 


jsn*ouhds of patriotism and duty to 
the new government, but it seems 
evident that a lark<? part of the ar- 
rears are how uncollectible. 


The future of the Irish income 
tax 
is ' also -.attracting 
attention. 
There is a considerable class of well- 
to-do peonle who, although domicil- 
ed In Ireland, -have property In En- 
gland, and there are many resident 
in England who have property in 
the Free State. Hitherto all these 
people have paid Income tax in one 
lunip to the 
British . government, 
but now It is feared that they may 
have to .submit to a double' income 
tax. Tt is' a grievance familiar in 
the Dominion's, and an ajritntion is 
on -foot to relieve thfse taxnavers 
from a repetition of that grievance 
in Ireland.

WATTS. AMPERES A>D VOLTS 
The language of the electrician is 


•v Greek to most people. 
While he 


* talks glibly of volts and amperes and 
watts, they know only that they hai e 
to pay an electric light bill for so 
many units, and It it go at that, re- 
marks a London Tit-Bits writer 
Though electricity is not a fluid, 


we can understand most of its terms 
by comparing it with water flowing- 
through a pipe. If we turn a stream 
of water onto the paddles of a w ater 
wheel, the work that the wheel wnl 
do depends upon two things—the 
amount of water delivered ever> sec 
ond and the pressure of the stream 
We measure the first in gallons and 
the second in pounds. 
In the case of electricity, we meas- 
ure file rate at whicn it flows in 
amperes and its pressure in volts 
-The work which it will do is found 
'by multiplying amperes and volts 
together, which gives the answer in- 
watts, or units of,' energy. 
The board of trade unit is 1,000 
watts oftea called a kilowatt, while 
'.the electrical equivalent of one horse- 
power is 74G watts. 
You will find the number of watts 
they require engreved on most elec- 
tric lamps, and from this you can 
riscover what they will cost to use. 
A 25-watt lamp will use one unit of 
1,000 watts in 40 hours* burning; and 
if electricity costs tenpense a unit, 
the lamp will work out at farthing 
an hour. 
The ohm la another electrical mea- 
surement which can be understood 
by a comparison with water Water 
flows easily through a large pipe, 
but it the pipe is narrow, only a 
small quantity can force its way 
through. What the pipe is to water, 
the wire is to electricity The smal- 


i\ j*r the wire, the more difficult elec 
^^ricity will find it to pass, because 
the fine wire resists its flow. The 
electrician measures wires by their 
resistanc in ohms.

Thet ordinary shooting star, or me- 


teor may be a piece of matter prob- 
ably not much bigger than a baseball, 
Millions of these small bodies move 
about in the wide regions of space. 


It is one of the great laws of as- 
tronomy that every body, whether 
it is a tiny meteor or a large star, 
must revolve about some other body. 
The meteors tra\el ia great com 
panies around the sun. For millions 
of years they may continue on their 
path, then one day a swarm of them 
begins to feel the pull of the earth's 
attraction. 
They are dragged from their path, 


slowly at first, and then with enor- 
mously increasing speed until at last 
they strike the envelope- of air which 
surrounds this planet. 
Here, owing to their terrific speed 


such great friction is set up that the> 
catch fire, and flash across the sky, 
leaving a trail of glowing dust behind 
them 
It is a good thin for us that we 
have such a meteor catcher as the 
atmosphere to protect us. Otherwise 
we should be subjected to a cease 
less bombardment of stones and 
pieces of metal from the realms of 
space.

New York, Dec. 19.—(By NKA)

lowing conversation will ensue: 


"Hey. what you doing down there, 
huddle?"

Dr. Cecile Greil. 


will show a multitude of roofs neat- 
ly latticed and protected along the 
outer edge 
while within will be 


swings, see-saws and slides for the 
hundreds of children who have gone 
up to the roofs to play. 
This is predicted by Dr. Cecile 


Greil 
whose move to convert the 


roofs of tenements into playgrounds 
has received impetus from the prom- 
ised co-operation of the New York 
Board of Health. 
"The Board of Education will un- 
doubtedly be the next co-operating 
factor," says Dr. Greil. "Lan<llords 
already have expressed their approv- 
al, of the plan and within two years 


•: I expect to see 1000 roofs of schools, 
'^factories, tenements and apartment 
houses made over into playgrounds. 
"I expect to see a diminution in 
street accidents which last year re- 
sulted in the death of 1054 children. 
"These are not the only causes of 
waste of child life. Tne tenement 
districts with their swarming alleys 
make it hard for a child to live and 
breathe, let alone play. 
"Every city has its slums My 
study of them In four coast-to-coast 
trips has convinced me roof-play- 
grounds will solve many of these 
prphlems.' 


Dr. Greil became interested in child 


welfare years ago t'arough her asso- 
ciation with the children's depart- 
ments of various hospitals. In Italy 
she observed many of the roof-play- 
grounds conducted by. the govern- 
ment under the Montessori system.

Chicago, Dec. 19.—Electrification 


of railroads, resulting in the conser- 
vation" of the coal supply and in- 
creased speed in travel, is seen as 
the great electrical development of 
the future by th Illinois Committee 
on Public Utility Information, in a 
bulletin' covering the history of elec 
tricity prepared for distribution in 
the public schools. 
The only obstacle prevening this 


on a large scale for the present is 
the great cost, the bureau points out 
although the practicability of elec 
tricity as railway motive power al- 
ready has been proven in the moun 
tain divisions of one road. 
Three thousand uses of electricity 
today has made America a machine 
land, banished darkness, lightened 
the housewife's duties and operates 
machinery that would, require the 
services of 3,000,000,000 slaves to du- 
plicate the work, according to the 
bureau. The electrical industry to- 
day represents 
an investment of 
practically $5,000,000,000 with near- 
ly three-quarters of a billion dollars 
spent annually on improvements and 
extensions, the bulletin states.

NBA)—Don't get the Idea that Clar- 
ence C. Dill, Washington's new sen- 
ator, has a tyro in politics, just be- 
cause he'll be the "baby member" of 
the Senate, and one of the youngest 
men who ever sat in that body. 
At the age of 38, he has not

served two terms in Congress and 
been retired under national denunci- 
ation for voting against war but -has 
single-handed staged a most remark- 
able come-back by defeating a na- 


tional figure—Senator Polndextor— 
In a strong Republican state. Wash- 
ington hasn't yet recovered from the 
surprise. 
Dill was born in Frederlcktown, 
O., and he graduated from Ohio Wes- 
Icyan University's law school. He 
was a newspaper reporter in Cleve- 
land two years, then taught school 
In Spokane, toojc the bar examina- 
tion, and began law practice. 
In 


1914. 
he was elected to Congress, 
was re-elected on a "keep out of 
war" platform, and • after he main- 
tained his paclfistic attitude during 
the World War daws, he was defeat 
ed, and supposedly sunk into ob- 
livion. 
Last spring, Dill got the Demo- 
cratic nomination for 
senator be- 
cause nobody wanted it, campaigned 
in every county of- the state—and 
won by over 5000 votes.

Berlin, Dec. 19.—(By NEA)—Beat- 
en In war, pledged to pay vast rep- 
arations, deprived of much of her 
richest 
territory 
and assets, her 
financial structure tottering and her 
Industry 
slacking, the eve of 1923 


finds Germany threatened by foes 
•without and foes within. 


Every

•tpenthens the hands of

France is demanding 
live up to the very letter of the bond 
signed at 
Versailles. 
There is al- 
ways the threat that more German 
territory will be occupied by French 
troops. 


Such an occupation would increase 
the financial burden of Germany, 
seriously 
cripple 
industry in the 


newly seized territory, and further 
paralyze the German mark. 


Today there are only three main 
currencies which are cheaper than 
that of Germany—Polish, Austrian, 
and Russia. 
Every drop in the value of the 
German1 mark upsets everything In 
Germany. 
Every previous adjust- 
ment has to be readjusted. 
It forces the issue of more paper 


money. 
It causes people to stuff their wal- 
lets with thousand and ten thousand 
mark notes 
It increases the government's ex- 
penditures because its employes get 
newly increased wages, and unem- 
ployed workmen and 
disabled sol- 
diers get increased pensions. 
It forces up the cost of everything 
people 
eat 
and 
wear—In 
paper 
marks. 
It brings about universal demand 


for more wages.—in paper marks. 
It makes it even more difficult for 
the country to buy abroad the food- 
stuffs and raw materials Germany 
must have if people are to be fed and 
clothed and if industry is to go on. 


You would think that a Germany 


>4jl which the mark had tobogganed 
Irom. 250 to the dollar last May, to 
about 8,000 at one time in Novem- 
ber, would be in serious danger of 
becoming a second Russia. 
But Germany is not a second Rus 
sia and is not likely to be. 
The people are too intelligent and 
too well educated. 
On the surface things seem to be 
going well in Germany. 
There is ' 
little or no unemployment. Beggars | 
are absent 
The shops seem fa.rlj 
i 
well stocked. 
The people seem de- j 
cently clothed. The thoroughfares 
are cleaner than in the average 
American city. The trains take care 
Ojt the traffic and run on schedule. 
In Berlin, hotels and restaurants 


are jammed. ' In most theater* a 
half day before the performance be- 
gins there la the sign "ausverkauft" 
—"sold out." 
But much of this selling prosperi- 
ty is due to foreigners. 
* 
It Is the "auHlanderu" who crowd 


the hotels and help fill theaters and 
restaurants. It Is they who patron- 
ize the tuxls at 1500 to 6000 marks 
per ride. 
Walk away from 
the brightly 
lighted, well-kept main streets of 
Berlin, Hamburg. Bremen, what city 
you will, and go to the dimly lighted 
streets and you find another side of 
the German picture. 


You find the 
middle class—the 
small tradesmen, the professors, the 
teachers, the old people who had re- 
tired bffoie the war, the doctors— 
all these 
people pinched by hard 
times and sometimes almost starv- 
ing.Even the workmen protected by 
their labor unions and thus enabled 
to force up their earnings—in paper 
marks—find their wages too small 
to keep their families in comfort. 


And it Is here that the internal 


foes of Germany get busy. 
To the left stand the Communists, 


to some extent fortified by Bolshevik 
money. 
To the right stand the monarch- 
ists, laigely financed by the great 
land owning Junker class. 


Communist agitators are very 


busy among the city workmen end 
the peasant laborers. 
They say the present republic Is 


a flat failure. 
Posters 
designed 
to inflame 


thoughtless minds appear upon city 
billboards. 
In Hamburg I saw a red sheet 


which asked the workmen how he 
would live when bread 
cost 500 
marks per 
loaf and 
hundreds of 


thousands of men walked the streets 
jobless. It said .wages were only 
within 30 per cent of the cost of liv- 
ing. It proclaimed that the real ene- 
mies of the workers were the cap- 
italists, the leaders of the old politi- 
cal parties, and the foolish sheep 
who allowed themselves to be led to 
the slaughter. 


On the extreme right and more 
dangerous to the sorely troubled re- 
public are the Kaiserists. They have 
their newspapers and their pam- 
phleteers. They point out Germany's 
sad plight and then they hark back 
to the good old days under 
the 
kaiser. 
In some sections of Germany, re- 


cent 
elections have shown an in- 
crease in the voices for the Mon- 
archist party. While the Commun- 
ists dream of a red revolution which 
will make Germany Bolshevik, the 
Monarchists 
plan 
for 
another 
"putsch" which will once more put 
them in the saddle. 


My own judgment is that there Is 
more danger from the Monarchists 
than from the Communists. 


The second article to appear soon 


will deal with the problems of mar- 
keting with a shrinking mark.

'These leucocytes, 
his experiments have- shown, protect 
the body against infection and give 
new vigor to cells that have lain 
dormant—even in old age.

Same 
Experiment 
by 


Which He Proved It, 
May Result in Its Re- 
pudiation 


Cleveland, Dec. 19.—(By NEA)— 
The 
same 
scientific experiment 


which Dr. Albert Einstein cited to 
prove his "Theory of Relativity" is 
threatening to disprove Einstein! 
Upon the outcome of experimenta- 
tion now being made at Case School 
of Applied Science heie depends the 
question of proof or disproof. 
Professor Dayton C. Miller, head 


of the physics 
department, is con- 
ducting the experiment. 
It is a 
continuation of the Michelson-Mor- 
ley experiment, started in 1887 and 
continued until 1906. 
The experimenters set up an ap- 
paratus, called the interferameter, to 
register and trace the drift of the 
ether current—if such a thing exists 
They failed to register and evidence 
of ether moving. 
From this, Einstein drew the con- 
clusion that there was no ether drift 
—nor any ether for that matter. 
From the basis he worked on to his 
other conclusions. He cited the ex- 
periment as "decisive proof of the 
theory of 'relativity' as opposed to 
'the absolute.' " 
It was later suggested that as the 
experiment was carried on in a room 
close to the earth's surface, the ether 
inside would be carried along with 
the room. 
Professor Miller, who worked In 
the original 
research, 
again per- 


formed the,, experiment in 1920 and 
1921, this time on the topi of Ml. 
Wilson. Cal., of a height of 6000 
feet. The result was opposite to the 
first findings and seemed to disprove 
Einstein's contention. 
Other new 
and unexplainable results were ob- 
tained. 
Professor Miller is repeating the 
experiments. He seeks by the re- 
view to make an interpretation either 
for or against the Einstein theory. 
"At present the conclusion should 
seem to ba against Einstein, thus 
disproving his theory." says Profes- 
sor Miller. "But I don ot feeul justi- 
fied in making this conclusion until 
I am able to explain certain new 
peculiarities 
which have come to 
light in the course of the experi- 
ment." 


STUDY IRRIGATION

Below are two true stories, the details of which are known to 


most of the financial men in the state. Inasmuch as both cities 
are in Ohio and well known to everyone in this community the 
names are omitted. 


Cttg No. 1 


CITY NO. 1. was a thriving town of 20,000 people in northern Ohio. Many 


of its working men were employed in railroad shops and when the raijroad 


strike came on last year, hundreds were thrown out of work.

The 
people of the city were sympathetic to the cause. They stopped making wild- 
cat investments. In sixty days practically every salesman of investment secur- 
ities had left the community. Money stayed at home. Hard times were soon 
over and despite the fact that a majority of the working men remained out of 
work for months, the city was never hard pressed. 


City No. 2 


CITY NO. 2. was a thriving city of 60,000 persons in western Ohio. Its 


people were prosperous. Money had come so easy in the two years prior to 
1921 that the people were money mad. All wanted to make money quickly and 
without effort. The place became the mecca of security salesmen. Almost 
anything offered could be sold. Ten million dollars were invested in various 
securities in less than ;a year's time. 


Finally the depression came. Hundreds of men were thrown out of work. 


The earning power of the community was curtailed millions of dolars. Those 
who had invested BO lavishly in securities of outside origin frantically sought 
to realize on their investments. They couldn't because there was no market for 
their securities. The people then turned to the financial institutions of the 
city for help, but these institutions were short of funds because the people had 
sent their money out of town for investment. 


Funds became so short and money so tight, that even the municipal au- 


thorities were unable to meet their expenses. Police and fire-fighting forces 
walked out because they weren't paid and the city was in darkness for weeks 
because it didn't have money enough to light its streets. 


Finally it dawned upon the leading men of the community that the citi- 


zens of their community had contributed too much to the success of other 
communities, to the detriment of their own. The found the solution to keep 
money at home. The firemen and policemen are now back on their jobs and 
lights are burning brightly again.
